The George P. Hatie Numismatic Library was the main 
collection auctioned by The Money Tree of Rocky River, Ohio in 
their 7th Mail Bid Sale on November 6, 1989. 

Mr. Hatie was appointed legal counsel for the ANA. He 
served the ANA for many years in several different capacities 
including the presidency. He has also earned noteworthy 
academic and professional honors. Of specific interest to the 
members of the TEC Club is the following: He served as legal 
counsel for the TEC Club, was an early club member (TEC 401), 
and received numerous award elongateds for his contributions to 
the club. 

My first goal after joining the TEC Club last autumn was to 
become a knowledgeable member by acquiring and studying 
available elongated coin literature. Towards attaining this 
goal, I ordered an auction catalog from The Money Tree. When it 
arrived, I eagerly scanned the 248 lots of George Hatie’s 
collection. My excitement heightened when I reached Lot No. 176 
which was described as follows: "THE ELONGATED COLLECTORS. TEC 
NEWS. 61 issues from Volume 3, No. 3 (August 1968) to Volume 
XIX (March 1984). 11x8.5 in. Ills. Generally fine and better. 
Issued as a quarterly beginning in 1972. Long runs of this 
quality newsletter are distinctly scarce. Dottie Dow was member 
number 1. We can only find 2 missing issues from this run. 
Substantially complete. ” 

When the auctioneers informed me that I had been the 
successful high bidder on Lot No. 176, I was ecstatic. Those 61 
issues of the TEC NEWS have given me many, many evenings of 
enjoyable and educational reading. Moreover, through the pages 
of those newsletters I came to feel as though I had been a 
charter member of the club and personally knew the more frequent 
article contributors. My reading virtually took me to ANA 
Conventions each year with newly acquired (in spirit) TEC 
friends. 

Did you ever dream of owning a coin formerly from the 
Garrett or Norweb collections or from some other famous 
collection? The Garrett and Norweb collections were sold by 
Bowers and Merena. These prestigious auctioneers also offered 
another notable collection - George P. Hatie’s collection of 
United States copper and gold coinage and World gold coins. 
Thanks to Lot No. 176 I was able to make such a dream come true. 
George Hatie neglected to remove elongated cents from 5 of the 
61 issues of the TEC NEWS. Hence, I an now the proud owner of 
the following elongateds from Hatie’s renowned collection:

Unfortunately, at that time I had never even seen an 
elongated; so, no trade ever ensued. However my search for JTE 
memorabilia continued; I located or learned of the following: 
Tomahawks with "Jamestown Exposition 1607-1907 Hampton Roads, 

Va" inscribed on them; clay pipes in the shape of the Jamestown 
historic church tower; hand mirrors with exposition buildings 
painted on their backs; handkerchiefs decorated with exposition 
scenes; tote bags advertising JTE and the Borden Milk Co.; sheet 
music - “The March of the Powhatan Guards" (official march of 
the JTE) and "Meet Me On The Warpath At The Jamestown Fair" (the 
midway was called the Warpath); enameled commemorative plates; 
Suide books Guide to Historic Virginia and the Jamestown 
Tercentennial"; official daily programs for the events of the 
final week; commemorative postage stamps: 1 cent - John Smith, 2 
cents - settlers landing on Virginia soil, 5 cents - Pocahontas; 
numerous different post cards; lucky pennies; official medals 
struck in silver, silver-plated bronze, bronze, and gilt; and a 
silver commemorative medal of the Battleship Virginia. 

Thus, I was able to add substantially to my friend’s 

collection. Now, I regret not having started a similar 
collection at that time.

I YES, at long last the "ENCYCLOPEDIA 
OF THE MODERN ELONGATED" is concluded 
in its camera ready format! In ef- 
1 feet, the entire tome is ready for 


delivery to the printer. The work 
and ordeal of 22 years has been fulfilled. However, before the book 
can be realized, it must be printed! 


Nevertheless, before going into the specifics and other details 

in this report, as the author of the forthcoming book I would like 

to digress and be episodic for the benefit of members who have 

recently joined TEC and for others who may have been with us but 
for only a few years. 


It all began in 1968, while Dottie Dow had reluctantly given 
up any hope of revising her book, "THE ELONGATED COLLECTOR" (1965). 
She ernestly had accumulated and compiled years of new data for 
a revision. But for other priorities, she was unable to generate 
a new edition. Actually, it was not until 1981, and work with Lee 
Martin, the updated version "YESTERDAY'S ELONGATEDS" was released. 

Thus, it was in mid 1968, two years following my charter member¬ 
ship in TEC (#23), I sought the assistance of a few roller-pro¬ 
ducers of elongated coins for information in reference to their 
productions for a new book. However, in order not to conflict with 
Dottie Dow with a possible release of her own book on older 
elongateds, a decision was made to record only modern specimens. 
It was a frustrating period! New producers came into view and I 

was determined to get the most accurate information and data while 

* 



in an interval of up-to-the-minute productions. The work load had 
grown beyond imagination!. 

Beginning with only a few, the work finally encompassed 49 
roller-producers. To compile and sort the data took months and then 
years. It was not until seven years later that a first draft for 
a manuscript had begun. Endless revamping followed. To prepare the 
work for a book format I chose to do all the work, which entailed 
photography, artwork, illustrations, typesetting, and hundreds of 
other mechanical details necessary. 

Having attended the 1973 convention and gathering in Boston, 
a report was made of the progress and there was no assurance at 
the time when the work would be finished. A possible completion 
was projected for 1976, the year of our Bi-Centennial. With this, 
Lee Martin (respectful of my endeavors) meanwhile put together and 
released his work "TODAYS ELONGATEDS." It was a work of great 
intentions and effort, but unfortunately Martin did not get the 
support from the elongated producers and his book fell far too 
short for a proper attribution for the modern elongateds. 

In 1982, again at the Boston meet, a proof galley prototype of 
my work was presented to the TEC members for viewing. In hard 
cover, the book was primarily the catalog section of over 1,000 
pages listing and illustrating more than 4,000 elongateds. A pro¬ 
jected release was then set for 1986, the Centennial year of the 
Statue Of Liberty. With my retirement from a jewelry business of 
35 years due in 1985, there was a good chance the book would be 
finished. Life, however, has had its priorities and other unfore¬ 
seen circumstances; thus several setbacks, although the work 
continued. When the endeavor resumed on a fuller schedule the work 
seemed endless! Weeks followed into months, and months into years! 

As annotated in a previous article in TEC News several months 
ago, it stated that progress reports were seldom made because there 
was no real way to project a completion. The work has been tre¬ 
mendous, as the new release will attest. But in this report, there 
is some good news! 

In a brief generalization, the "ENCYCLOPEDIA OF THE MODERN 
ELONGATED" will contain 12 pages for the Table of Contents of 614 
entries and a total of exactly 1,760 pages. There will be 1,024 
pages describing and illustrating 4,005 modern elongateds to 
include restrikes (Re-Rolls) and hundreds of previously UNLISTED 
specimens. Now considered modern "classics" the elongateds span 
the years 1960 thru 1976 and a few beyond; encompassing 49 pro¬ 
ducers of the past. There are 17 chapters in the text covering 4D1 
pages, with 122 major titles and 492 subtitles; and 446 illustrat¬ 
ions, drawings and photos to name a few. A full index of 1,433 
entries and 4,005 title entries. It includes 5 full appendices, 
208 glossary nomenclatures and a bibliography of 51 references: 
Appendix (A) has 1,592 footnotes of important data encompassing 
151 pages. Appendix (B) listing 127 impressionable articles. Appen¬ 
dix (C) denotes 20 pages of historical facts featuring the 
Columbian Exposition Electricity Building, the McKinley Monument, 
National Recovery Act (NRA), the Trade Dollar, 1893 Columbian 
stamps, a chronology of the 1893 Columbian Exposition, and a 
surprising historical account on Charles F. Damm; the forefather 



of the bygone elongateds. Appendix (D) has a 13 column format 
describing in full detail with information spanning 406 PNC Covers 
with elongated inserts. And finally Appendix (E) covers the laws 
on Forgeries and Counterfeits.

In sincerity, I want to assure all prospective subscribers for 
the encyclopedia that everything possible is being done for quality 
and price. At first there was the situation of the work being 
published in two volumes over that of a single edition due to the 
size and bulk of the book; as well as types of covers (soft or hard 
bound). To bind two volumes in soft cover would not assure perfec¬ 
tion due to the amount of pages. Frequent usage would loosen the 
pages which would eventually fall out; unless the signatures were 
sewn: usually soft cover bindings are not! Most soft cover books 
are considerably cheaper. However, to sew the two volumes for soft 
cover would be imprudent since the cost would be equal to that of 
a single volume in hard cover . Consequently, in view of the unusual 
size (8 h X 11) in pages, costs, and the higher degree of perfec¬ 
tion, the plan is to print the book in hard cover. There is no 
savings in soft cover volumes, plus 1,760 pages cannot be bound 
in a single soft cover edition! In consideration, a single printing 
of nearly 1800 pages is equal to six books of 300 pages each, which 
generally sell for $29 to $4 9 in hard cover. I am happy to report 
(at least for now) the book will be much less than $100 in an 
introductory offer. -- Recently, a reprint in reference to 
"pennies" of 400 pages in hard cover was offered at $50. Another 
with only 63 pages at $30. These are no where near the size or 
informative as the "encyclopedia." Obviously, there is the con¬ 
sideration of packing, supplies and shipping costs. The book will 
weigh over 5 pounds. - Incidentally, the prepared manuscript for 
the printer weighs exactly 56 pounds!!

This cat was xeroxed off a piece of crape paper 
decoration. Position your words with the figure. (Fig B). The 
words came from a newspaper ad last October! You cut and paste the 
letters. Some copy correction fluid was used to add wiskers and 
facial features. Finally decide on a border (Fig C). You can use 
one of the typical borders or make your own! Present your concept 
to the die maker who will complete the art work to your approval , 
then he etchs and deep engraves the design on the steel die rolls. 
You will then be ready to roll out your very own coin or have it 
rolled for you. (Fig D). 





This is a simple method for beginners. Good rules are to keep the 
subject as simple and uncluttered as possible. Small details get 
lost and detract from the main subject. You don't have to be an 
artist as most of your subjects can be found in coloring or comic
